TO BE a top water polo player or continue in women’s 
Soccer was the choice that Lee Dunbar, top athlete from 
the Manly-Warringah area, had to make early in her career. 


Lee was brought up in 
Concord in Sydney and 
completed her secondary 
studies at Burwood girls’ 
high. school. 

After obtaining her 
Higher SchoolCertificate in 
1970, 16-year-old Lee, with 
her mind firmly fixed on 
what she wanted to do in 
life, made a bee-line for the 
Sydney University. 

She commenced a hard 
four year course at the Uni-

At 22 years of age, Lee 
was appointed directly into 
the Sports's Mistress role at 
the school. 

As there was no women's 


Soccer played ar the Bur- 
wood High School where 
she received her school, I 
asked her how she became

Lee said that on long- 
weekends and other occa 
sions, the clich fellowship 
to which she Belonged used 
to compete in carnival days 
and the boys played Soccer.
